DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election 

Applicant provisionally elected the species I. Applicant also designated that the 
claims 1 and 2 read on species I. Examiner agrees with this statement. Therefore, it is 
concluded that the claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 considered non-elected claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1,2,5 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1, the closest prior art of record, Maruyama (Fig. 1) does not disclose the 
following limitations: wherein the signal to be amplified is detected and output of the 
reference signal is controlled in accordance with a state of the detected signal to be 
amplified. Regarding claim 2, reference signal control means that, when the 
amplification signal detection means detects that there is no input of a signal to be 
amplified, performs control to effect non-output of the reference signal.
